The Late Mrs. Nancy Elwooc-Her Life 
and Character. 


l-'inm TuCMlltlft

After >i lingering iULecs, in the eighty- 


third \e«r of her age, .Nancy Ehvood 
passed away yesterday at ,'J p. in. 


Nancy Diefendoi-lt' was bom in Mendop, 


Montgomery county, New York, Jan. 1, 
1HOU; w«'.s married to Henry Elwood Feb. 
21,1819, alter which she with her hus- 
band resided "in Herkmier county, N. Y., 
until 1846, when they i enioved to Onau- 
dago county, N. Y., where her husband 
died Dec. 24,1850. 
T)i 1855 she removed 


to this city, where she hi.s resided ever 
since. 


Mrs. Elwood wns the mother of uiue 


children, seven of vhom lived to bq 
grown, four of whom are still living, inn.: 
Daniel H. Elwood, who icsides in Augus- 
ta, Butler county, Kansas; David P. El- 
wood, who resides in this city; Mrs. Hub- 
bard, wife of W. E. Hubbaru, of the firm 
of Hubbard A- Swearingen, of this city: 
and Mrs. Evcrly, wife of Rev. John 
Everly, uf the Illinois Conference of the 
M. E. Church, -who resides in Bloom- 
ingtou. 


Mrs. Elwood wus known as a woman of 


raie good sense, of industrious, frugal 
habits, of great kindness of heart, ever 
sympathizing with the poor, the unfortu- 
nate, or the sick, which good aud noble 
qualities greatly endeared her to her 
neighbors. But it was iu the walks of 
Christian life she most excelled. She 
was converted to God uudei the labors of 
Rev. Mr. Whipple at j^cnmp-meoting held 
in Soutliville, 2S~. Y., in 1829, and joined 
the Methodist church, of which she re- 
mained a faithful member for fifty-four 
years. 
Her conversion marked a new 


era in her history, to which she looked 
back with interest aud pleasure ever af- 
ter. 
A few days ago she said: "If God 


ever did convert n soul, it was me." In 
fact, she never, for a moment, had a doubt 
of the genuineness of her conversion. 


The religion of Mrs. Elwood did not 


consist in opinions, or adherence to a 
creed, or outward conformity to church 
requirement, but in an unshaken faith in 
God as her heavenly father, in Jesus as 
His son and her Saviour, in the Bible as 
God's word of truth, in the Holy Spirit 
as the abiding comforter, whose presence 
she realized by faith to the last. She 
was a conscientious, consistent, happy, 
joyous Christian woman, whose dwelling 
wub in the "Delectable Mountains;" a 
rare specimen, illustrating the power of 
Christ to save to the uttermost. During 
her last sickness, as bodily strength gave 
way, her soul was triumphant, her victo- 
ry was complete, her joy wr.rt full, often 
saying, "Oh, praise the Lord; let every- 
body praise the Lord for His goodness.' 
Her last words to her pastor were quota- 
tions from the Bible: "Till heuven and 
earth pass, one jot or tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law till all be ful- 
filled;" "The word of the Lord abideth 
forever." The last words she uttered 
as she crossed the waters of the mystic 
river were, "Jesus lover of my soul." 
Friends on this side could hear no more. 
She tried hard to complete the quotation, 
strength failed, the voice was gone, but 
the angels ovcrthere hoard the other line, 
"Let me to Thy bosoin rly." And all was 
over. "Let me die the'deuth of the right- 
eous, aud let my last end be like his." 


Mrs. Elwood retained the use of her 


mind up to the last moments, often relut- 
ing incidents that occurred 
fifty years 


ago. She urged the young who visited 
her to serve the Lord and meet her in 
heaven. She requested that at her funer- 
al services the hymns "I would not live 
alway," and "The home of the soul" 
shouli? be sung.

Prestley, who graduated from the Wes- 
ley Female College nt Cincinnati was 
bom in that city. Six children were 
born to this well-mated couple, four of 
whom are living.

A HAn PATH. 


Tlte Body of John LungfordFounv. Terri- 


bly Mangled In trie Wabash Yard 


Last Night. 


Front SalunLay'i Dally. 


The men in charge of Wabash switch 


engine No. Ill, last night between 9 and 
10 o'clock, discovered the frightfully man- 
gled body of an unknown man on one of 
the side tracks .near the Wnbash freight 
house and about opposite th» Wabash tel- 
egraph office. 
Oorouer Dinneen was no- 


tified of the discovery and he summoned 
a jiry to investigate the case. The men 
connected with No. Ill stated that the 
body wi:s cold when found, and that it 
wan their belief it had been run over by 
some other train. The men had seen no 
man near the engine or the two cars which 
were attached to it, and did not know of 
the presence of the body on the track, un- 
til the engine, which was going slowly, 
had passed over it 
One witness testified 


that he had seen a man some time pre- 
viously hanging on to a coal car near the 
freight house, but as the train disappear- 
ed he saw no more of the stranger, whom 
he remarked clung awkwardly to the car. 
The body was so badly cut up that none 
of the men, nor no one in the crowd could 
fix his identity. The initials "J. L." were 
tattooed on his right arm, and in his pock- 
ets were found a few trinkets und scraps 
of overall cloth, but no letters or papers 
to indicate who he was or his place of res- 
idence. 


THE VERDICT. - 


Tho witnesses summoned to testify as 


to the discovery of the mangled remains 
were men connected with Wabash switoh. 
engine No. 111. 
Their names are S. W. 


Liviugtton, the engineer, Scott Young 
and .1. F. Robinson, switchmen. They 
knew nothing of the deceased and could 
tell nothing about him except as to where 
and in what condition he was found, as 
J.bove described. The jury icturned tue 
following verdict: 


"We, the undersigned, jurors, sworn to 


inquire of the death of an unknown man, 
on oath do find that he came to his death 
by being run over by the cars on tho Wa- 
bash, St. Louis A Pacific railroad, be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 9 o'clock p. m., 
Feb. '24, A. D., 1882, on the house track 
east of Morgan street, in the city of De- 
catnr, Illinois.

JOHN TA'NSrORL> ]* HIS XAMK. 


Thin forenoon it was discovered that 


the name of the unfortunate man is John 
liunsford, whose mother resides on North 
Church street. The identity was fixed 
by one of tie deceased's brothers, James 
Lunsford, who visited the undertaking es- 
tablishment in company with Mr. J. S. 
McClelland. James recognized the dead 
man by the well-known initials on his 
arm, his clothing, his mustache and the 
pieces of overall goods, -which were given 
to the dead man yesterday by his mother 
to patch the overalls he wore. Mr. Mc- 
Clelland also recognized the dead as John 
Liuixford, whom he knew quite well. 


The deceased was about 35 years of age. 


He bus a wife find a little girl at Hervey 
City, where he had been at work of late 
ditching nnd laying tile. He was in De- 
catur yesterday, when he visited hia moth- 
er and he went to the depot to go home 
last evening. Lmisford was at times giv- 
en to somewhat excessive use of liquor, 
but it is not known that he was intoxicat- 
ed ut the time of his terrible death. He 
may have been struck down by a moving 
train while passing toward the depot 
through the Wabash yard, or he may have 
got on to a train by mistake and fallen 
under the wheels. 


Th(j remains of the deceased will be ta- 


ken to Boiling Springs church on Sunday 
afternoon for burial. 


Over 82OO Saved. 


Mr. W. W. Gotewood, an attorney of St. 


Louis, in the service of the Wabash rail- 
way company, was in Decntur yesterday 
adjusting the taxes of the railway named, 
in Macon county, for the present year. On 
the road and bridge tax, Mr. Gatewood 
raised the point that under the state law 
the tai should be extended on the "pre- 
vious year's valuation." that is, on the 
valuation of 1880. 
After looking into 


the matter County Clerk Waggoner con- 
curred with the attorney in that view of 
the law, and re-extended the tax as he 
suggested, it appearing that the tax had 
been extended on the valuation of 1881 
instead of 1880. 
The change in the ex- 


tension of the tax saved the company about 
3200. The district road tax is also ex- 
tended on the valuation of 1880. This 
construction of the law is said to be held 
by the beet lawyers in the state.

THE remarkable development of 


the California wheat crop is the sub- 
ject of a recent glowing review in the 
San Francisco Chronicle. The re- 
viewer says that nothing excepting 
the richness of the yield in the early 
gold mining compares with the de- 
velopment of the wheat-growing in- 
terest The valley soil, in the early 
days, was deemed to be so unprom- 
ising as to be ranked as practically 
worthless, and inspired the belief 
that dependence would have to be 
placed on foreign countries for a sup- 
ply. 
Upon this same hard adobe 


land, however, there has been devel- 
oped a really marvelous wheat field. 
The statistics show a ninefold increase 
during the quarter of a century from 
1855 to 1880. 
In a little more than 


the decade between 1869 and 1881 
aloue there was a threefold increase. 
The crop increased from 19,801,000 
centals in 1880 to 31,500,000 centals 
in 1881. 
There are in the State at 


the present time 38.000,000 acres of 
wheat lands, 30,000,000 of. which are 
ranked as first class, and are being 
rapidly brought under cultivation. 
Half a million acres have been 
brought into a cultivated condition in 
the present year alone, and it is an- 
ticipated that, even should the whole 
of the crop of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley fail, there would still be enough 
left to equal the unprecedented crop 
of 18SO. There is a prospect that it 
will be much larger than that yield.

The niinola Freight Tariff. 


The country newspapers, profess- 


ing to speak for the "grangers," are 
beginning to find fault with the new 
legal freight tariff in Illinois. 
The 


following is from the Courier, pn\> 
lished at kewanee: 


The Peoria Transcnpt speaks oe 


follows 
concerning the 
schedule 


freight rates adopted by the railroad 
and warehouse commission some 
time since, concerning the enforce- 
ment of which there is to be a con- 
Tention held in Springfield: 


'•The rate schedule promulgated 


some time since by the railroad and 
warehouse commissioners is by no 
means popular. Many business men 
openly oppose it, and the silent ac- 
quiescence of the majority is all that 
can be said in its favor. 
It has no 


special champions. 
The increased 


charge upon short hauls is a source 
of particular hardship. It is mani- 
festly detrimental to the interests of 
the people. 
It induces shippers to 


send goods and produce to distant 
rather than home markets." 


The unfairness and impracticabil- 


ity of this schedule rate is certainly 
apparent; and its strict enforcement 
will be death to manufacturing in- 
terests in the interior of the state 
Many of these industries have been 
greatly assisted in building up by 
farors granted by the railroads in 
the matter of reduced freight rates 
on account of the large amount of 
shipments. 
The simple justice of 


of this is plain. Kailroads are run 
to make money, and they usually 
succeed in doing so, both for them- 
selves and the sections which they 
pass through. 
The interior manu- 


facturing establishments are obliged 
to fchip their material by rail from 
commercial centres to their works, 
and after working it up ship them 
over the same route again, many 
times, in the form of manufactured 
articles. In consideration of this, 
and tho extent of business done, the 
railroads have heretofore been mak- 
ing special rates to largo shippers. 
This is tho rule tho v.orld over: 
"Largo sales and small profits." The 
farmer sells his grain and stock by 
tho "lump" and it would take a large 
advance in price to induce him to 
"peddlo" out his produce—in fact, 
this would bo mi absolute necessity 
in order to prevent him fiom losing 
money oil tho cost of production 
many times; the merchant ''shaves'' 
the price on a large sale, and '-throws 
in" a pair of suspenders with a suit 
of clothes, ft thing which he wouldn't 
. think of doing with a box of paper 
collars; the capitalist loans his mon- 
ey 1n large amounts at a reduction 
in interest; and so on 
But this 


schedule rate puts a stop to this rale 
with our manufactories. 
Not only 


must the railroads not «horge more 
than tho bchedule price for transpor- 
tation, but under penalty of the law 
they must not charge less. The man 
who ships one car-load a year must 
have the same rate as the one who 
ships hundreds of tyiom, and has 
heretofore been able to do so with 
profit, nnd give employment to hun- 
dreds of men, but may no longer be 
able to do so on account of the ad- 
vance in the matter of freight. With 
towns situated on roads running out 
of the state each way, the result will 
not be so serious to the manufactur- 
er, but the state industries must suf- 
fer, nevertheless, from his shipping 
his material from markets out of the 
state 
The merchant, also, who has 


shipped in large quontilies and there- 
by got special rates, will hereafter 
be obliged to buy goods at some out- 
side market, as the local railroads are 
forbidden to carry for less than the 
schedule rate. 
Of course, the state 


hab no jurisdiction over through 
roads 
It is certainly not a wise law 


for the interests of a state that drives 
trade out of it, aud it appeal's to us 
that a correct solution of the ques- 
tion an to how to control railroad 
'monopolies' has not yet been reached. 
Perhaps, however, aa' an eminent 
man has said, the best way to get 
rid of a bad law is to enforce it. 
This question will probably be a live- 
ly one before the next legislature, or 
at the special session, if one is held. 


MUNICIPAL miegovernment in New 


York city is an expensive luxury. 
The Evening Post, which has been 
investigating the matter, finds that 
the whole number of persons who 
were paid salaries last year was 9,703. 
and the amount received by them 
was $10,450,841. If the compensa- 
tion of election inspectors and clerks 
is p.dded, there w a grand total of 
$10,562,107. 
The four-headed Po- 


lice Department costs over $3,500,000 
a year; the Fire Department, over 
$1,000,000; the Park Department, 
$270,413, and yet the public pleasure 
grounds might as well be left to take 
care of themselves ; the Department 
of Public Works, $332,414. Though 
more than $3,000,000 were expended 
last year upon the public schools, 
10,000 children were excluded from 
them, owing to the lack of accommo- 
dations.

Com- 
paring 1840 with 1877, the probable 
returns of the United 
Kingdom 


showed that, dividing all classes into 
rich, middle class, and working class, 
n 1840, in England, of the first there 
were 2.40 per cent, of the second 
31.20, of the last 76.40. In 1877 it 
was represented by 8.70, 29.40, and 
36.90 per cent. 
In 1840 England 


sad an aggregate wealth of 88 per 
cent as her share of the means of the 
whole TJnited Kingdom, but in 1877 
Scotland and Ireland showed in- 
creased means, and that of England 
fell some 3 per cent. If in 1840 the 
amounts of property on which pro 
bate or succession duties were paid 
represented a total value of means 
equivalent to £54,610,000, this wa» 
about £2 Id. average per inhabitant 
In 1877 it was £131,460,000, or 
£3 19s. per person in the United 
Kingdom. 
It is in Scotland that 


there is more wealth in proportion to 
persons than perhaps any other coun- 
try in the world. During the 37 
years from 1840 to 1877 her wealth 
has increased from £196,000,000 to 
£970,000,000, or to-day she has £277 
to every inhabitant. "Forty years 
ago," writes Mr. Mulhall; "Scotland 
swarmed with beggars to such a de- 
gree that the Sherifls declared tho 
state of the country was most alarm- 
ing, and the farmers were so poor 
that they bled their cattle and cooked 
the blood as food." 
What has been 


the condition of Ireland? Her wealth 
too, has increased. In 1840 it was 
£308,000,000, or £112,000,000 more 
than Scotland. 
To-day it is £458,- 


000.000, or £83 per head. With in- 
creased means, as the Duke of Argyli 
has conclusively shown, come u great- 
er demand of the individual for food 
If statistics are to be relied upon 
in 1840 each person in the Unitec 
Kingdom consumed 22 ounces of tea 
15 pounds of sugar, 269 pounds o 
wheat, and 84 pounds of meat. 
In 


1880 the quantities used were tea 
73 ounces; sugar, 54 pounds; wheat 
358 pounds ; meat, 118 pounds. 
Wherever the middle class is the 
moBi comfortable tbe country is tho 
most prosperous. This is three times 
as numerous in Francs ns in Ger 
manv, and lowest in Bu&s< a. 1 n fact 
Russia is a country of Princes anc 
peasants, and the first—some 24,741 
—have an average income of $19,000 
tho merchants, some 123,000, $1,500 
while the 16,254,100 peasants havi 
an income of f 185 each. Some idea 
of the increase, however, of cost o 
living may be had from the following

The Law of. Finding. 


San Frantl&co Post. 


The low of finding is this. The 


finder has a clear title against all 
world except the owner. 
Tho pro 


prietor of a coach or a railroad euro 
of a shop, has no right to demam 
thf> property which inny be foum 
upon their property or premises 
Such proprietors may make regula 
tioue in regard to lost property whicl 
will bind their employes, bnt they 
can not bind the public. 
The law 


of finding was declared by the King's 
bench, one hundred years ago, in a 
case in which the facts were these 
A person found a wallet containing 
a sum of money on a shop floor. He 
handed the wallet and contents to 
the shopkeeper to be returned to the 
owner. 
After three years, during 


which tho owner did not call for his 
property, the finder demanded the 
wallet and the money from the shop- 
keeper. 
The latter refused to deliv- 


er them up on the ground that they 
were found on his premises. 
The 


finder then sued the shopkeeper, aud 
it was held as above set forth, thai 
against all the world but the owner, 
the title of the finder is perfect. And 
tho finder has been held to stand in 
the place of the owner, so that he 
was permitted to prevail in an action 
against a person who found an ar- 
ticle which the plaintiff had origin- 
ally found, but subsequently lost 
The police have no special rights in 
regard to articles lost unless those 
rights are conferred by statute. Re- 
ceivers of articles found, are trustees 
for the owner or for the finder. They 
have no power in the absence of a 
special statute to keep an article 
against the finder, any more than 
the finder has to retain an article 
against the owner.

In the 
lobby, back of the speaker's desk, the 
marine band was stationed, and at 
intervals from 10 o'clock until noon 
discoursed solemn music.

clerk's desk.
